You may ſce: this moſt eui-| 
dently inthe Apoſtle Pas/; there was not in all the 
carth(whileſt hee liued) a man of a larger hearr, 
more richly and plentifully adored with the 
knowledge of all the myſteries of godlineſle, and 
of a more deepe vnderſtanding inthings diuine, 
and yet there did not walke on the face of the 


owne eyes,more willing and ready toſubmithim- | 
ſelfe to al baſeneſſe,to beare any thing,and endure ' 
any thing,and to bee made and accounted as the 
uſe of the world, as an abic&, of no reputation. 
To conclude therefore, the knowledge of the hy-' 
pocrite doth ſwell his heart, and lift him vp with 
conceit of himlelfe ; the knowledge of the vpright

it is faid of them in Perer,this they know not, and that 
willingly. What dury for feare of loſſe,diſgrace,or 
the like incoueniencebehath nowil to-performe 
thathewill norſee robe diy; tefdHis conſtience 
ſhould checke him, for not performing ir. And 
fome fault, that hee doth nor refolue ro ho be- 
cauſc iris profitable; delighttull;'or otherwiſe be- 
neficiall; tharhe catmotpereeue robe fue, that 
'he may notbee' mforeed to fault' himſelfe for nor 
mending it. In what raths it would bee againſt 
hiscredit(as he fuppoſerh) ro change his opinion,
